time be rendered absolutely fireproof. 


The fire gained an amazing hold on the building in a 


short time but even with this, the city firemen who made 
a prompt response to alarm No. 17, succeeded after an hour's 
hard battle in confining the flames to the first and second 
floors 
Fire burned through two places on the third story, 


tfat occupied by the Young Women's Christian Association 
and while the structural damage here is comparatively small 
the head generated by the raging fire below and the smoke 
ruined- everything that was on the floor including the at- 
tractive furnishings of the ' Y' 
The contractor who put up 


the Miller Building, W. King Anderson, said today that the 
damage was so severe thct it meant the virtual rebuilding of 
the interior from the ground floor up.
